REPORT  OF  JUDGE  W.  H.  BAKER 

President  of  Children’s  Home  Society  of  Florida 

On  the  Twenty -fifth  Anniversary 


HIS  Society  has  completed  twenty-five  (25)  years  of  existence.  It 
is  well  that  some  review  be  had  of  its  growth  and  usefulness. 

Societies  organized  upon  the  same  principles  as  ours  have  been 
in  existence  since  1883.  One  morning  in  the  early  part  of  that  year, 
the  Rev.  Martin  Van  Buren  Von  Arsdale,  a Presbyterian  minister  living  in  the 
southern  part  of  Illinois,  found  on  his  doorstep  a bundle.  In  the  bundle  there 
was  a baby.  Immediately  before  this  incident,  he  had  received  a letter  from  a 
friend,  written  in  the  most  broken-hearted  manner,  telling  him  that  he  and  his 
wife  had  recently  lost  their  only  child.  Mr.  Von  Arsdale  at  once  wrote  his 
friend,  expressing  his  condolence  and  telling  him  of  the  child  he  had  found.  He 
suggested  that  his  friend  should  take  this  child  and  let  it  make  up  in  a small 
manner  for  the  loss  he  had  sustained.  This  suggestion  was  accepted  by  the 
friend.  In  a few  months  Mr.  Von  Arsdale  received  a letter  enthusiastically 
expressing  the  joy  and  comfort  that  both  he  and  his  wife  had  received  from  the 
abandoned  child.  This  incident  suggested  to  Mr.  Von  Arsdale  the  idea  of  found- 
ing a society  organized  for  the  pu^rpose  of  finding  homes  for  abandoned  children. 
The  plan  seemed  to  me;gt'  with"  popular  favor  and,  in  1902,  our  Society  was 
organized  as  the,  T\yerty. -third  ISfate*  Sciciej;y  fft  do  this  work. 

Rev.  D^villo.  Wi  Comstock  started  ou’r  ^Socfety.  He  was  -a  Congregational 
minister^  born  in  New  York,  and  seems  to  have^-spent  a large  part  of  his  active 
life  in,  Michigan.  He  was  a widower  and  childless*.  'Eight  (8)  years  before 
coming  td  Florida,  ne  nadiengaged  in.  the  work  of  organizing  societies  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  for  neglected,  homeless  and  abandoned  children.  The  first 


state  Society  he  organized  was  that  of  Arkansas,  in  which  state  he  remained 
two  (2)  years.  From  there  he  went  to  Charleston,  West  Virginia,  where  he 
organized  the  West  Virginia  Society  and  the  Virginia  Society.  In  1902  he  came 
to  Jacksonville  with  the  intention  to  organize  a Florida  Society.  He  was  over 
seventy  (70)  years  of  age.  He  had  before  him  a difficult  task.  He  came  to 
Florida  uninvited  and  without  any  friends  in  the  State.  He  had  to  overcome 
the  natural  reluctance  of  people  in  going  into  a new  organization  about  which 
they  had  never  thought  and  in  which  they  had  no  interest.  In  addition  to  that, 
he  had  to  overcome  popular  predisposition  in  favor  of  orphanages,  which  was 
then  the  prevalent  system  of  taking  care  of  children  without  natural  protectors. 
By  personal  persuasion,  he  was  able  to  gather  around  him  a small  band  of  men 
who  were  willing  to  undertake  and  support  this  work. 

The  Rev.  William  E.  Boggs,  at  that  time  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  this  city,  was  selected  as  the  first  president  of  the  Society,  and  Mr. 
Arthur  F.  Perry  treasurer,  and  Mr.  C.  H.  Smith  secretary.  Among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  first  Board  of  Directors  were  Governor  N.  B,  Broward,  Senator 

Duncan  U.  Fletcher,  Senator  William  James  Bryan,  Joseph  H.  McLaurin, 
Wellington  W.  Cummer,  Dr.  R.  H.  Dean  and  Judge  M.  A.  Dzialynski.  Of  these 
men.  Senator  Fletcher,  Mr.  Perry  and  Mr.  McLaurin  are  the  only  ones  living. 

Too  much  credit  can  not  be  given  to  Dr.  Comstock  and  his  niece  and  co- 
worker, Mrs.  Cora  H.  Seaton.  Jacksonville  was  recovering  from  the  effects 
of  the  great  fire  of  1901.  The  people’s  attention  was  centered  on  the  work  of 
rebuilding  their  homes  and  places  of  business.  A more  inauspicious  time, 
humanly  speaking,  can  not  be  imagined  for  establishing  a new  institution.  In 
spite  of  all  difficulties.  Dr.  Comstock  accomplished  his  purpose. 

Dr.  Comstock  had  for  his  motto,  “There  is  a Childless  Home  for  every 

Homeless  Child.”  And  he  always  insisted  that  God  had  a special  care  over 

defenseless  and  homeless  children,  and  from  this  thought  he  drew  the  further 
thought  that  His  blessing  descended  upon  all  efforts  made  to  take  care  of 
children  and  all  work  done  in  their  interest.  Dr.  Comstock  died  in  November, 
1903.  Mrs.  Seaton  was  elected  superintendent  of  the  Society  and  continued 
as  such  superintendent  until  her  remarriage  and  removal  to  another  city  in 
the  State  in  1910.  Mrs.  Seaton  worked  without  any  facilities.  During  the  early 
days  of  the  Society,  it  owned  no  property.  It  had  no  receiving  home.  It  was 
difficult  to  raise  the  necessary  funds  for  the  work.  It  did  its  work  by  placing 
children  in  boarding  homes.  In  1908  Mr.  Cary-Elwees  gave  the  Society  the 
use  of  his  home  on  North  Main  Street  for  a period  of  two  (2)  years.  This  was 
turned  into  a receiving  home.  To  illustrate  the  growth  of  the  Society,  in  its 
first  year  of  existence,  it  cared  for  twenty-four  (24)  children  and  collected 
less  than  three  thousand  dollars  (|3,000.00)  in  money. 

Much  credit  is  due  to  Dr.  H.  H.  Hart,  now  head  of  the  Children’s  Welfare 
Department  of  the  Russell  Sage  Foundation,  and  Mr.  George  L.  Sehon,  super- 
intendent of  the  Kentucky  Society.  These  gentlemen  came  to  Jacksonville  at 
the  request  of  our  Society  several  times.  They  held  public  meetings  and  gave 
lectures  on  the  good  work  that  could  be  done  by  such  societies,  and  advised  and 
counselled  with  the  officers  and  Board  of  our  Society.  They  were  instrumental 
in  establishing  the  principles  and  the  ideas  upon  which  we  have  since  worked 
so  successfully. 

Mr.  Cecil  Willcox  was  elected  president  after  Dr.  Boggs’  removal  from 
Jacksonville,  and  served  the  Society  most  acceptably  for  two  (2)  years.  When 
he  resigned,  Mr.  Joseph  McLaurin  w^  el^te*d  p^e.^ndent  in  1910  and  served  for 
a portion  of  1911  tvhen  he  resigned;  a;td  Mt.'AWllcVx  rbvelected  as  president 
of  the  Society  and  continued  »t(>^sdrvd  untif'fiis  hes4gi5atl6n*/in.  1914,  when  he 
left  Jacksonville  with  thp  *to  spend  several  yeark  4‘n‘El.uV‘Gpe.  He  was 

succeeded  by  the  present  \ncilm bent,  who  has  been  elected  anhijallY- since  then. 

Among  the  officers 'aaM  directof,g  w.^'e.nnt.r^-^irmlly' charter,  members 

of  the  Society,  I would' iike  to  refer  f g*  INl’r;  R.y.*.<^o^ipgtoij,  our  preserif  •efficient 
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treasurer,  and  Mr.  F.  P.  Conroy,  who  was  a director  and  vice-president  for  a 
number  of  years.  Unfortunately,  we  have  lost  the  services  of  Mr.  Conroy 
by  death. 

In  1909  one  of  the  most  forward  steps  ever  taken  by  the  Society  was  the 
organization  of  the  Ladies’  Auxiliaiy,  now  called  the  Woman’s  Advisory  Board. 
This  Board  was  organized  by  Mrs.  W.  H.  Baker  and  Mrs.  A.  G.  Cummer.  Mrs. 
Baker  was  its  first  chairman,  but  in  a short  time  she  was  succeeded  by  Mrs. 
Cummer  who  has  been  chairman  of  the  Woman’s  Advisory  Board  ever  since. 
The  organization  of  this  body  by  some  members  of  the  Board  of  the  Society  was 
looked  upon  with  a certain  decree  of  trepidation.  It  was  thought  that  some 
conflict  of  authority  and  jurisdiction  might  arise  between  the  two  bodies.  How- 
ever, these  fears  have  proven  to  be  groundless.  The  two  bodies  have  worked 
together  harmoniously  in  the  manner  of  a happy  family.  The  Board  of  Directors 
may  be  looked  upon  as  the  man,  whose  duty  it  is  to  establish  policies,  collect 
lesources  and  to  provide  for  their  expenditure  and  investment.  The  Woman’s 
Board  is  like  the  woman,  who  economically  spends  the  money  and  looks  after 
the  moral  and  physical  welfare  of  the  members  of  the  family.  During  all  the 
years  that  the  Woman’s  Advisory  Board  has  been  in  existence,  there  has  never 
been  a conflict  or  an  unpleasantness  between  that  body  and  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

In  1910  Marcus  C.  Fagg  came  to  the  Society  as  superintendent,  after  the 
resignation  of  Mrs.  Seaton.  Mr.  McLaurin,  as  president  of  the  Society,  attended 
the  general  conference  of  Children’s  Welfare  Organizations  at  Saint  Louis.  At 
this  conference,  Mr.  Fagg  was  present  as  a delegate  representing  the  Juvenile 
Court  of  the  city  of  Pittsburg.  Mr.  McLaurin  had  Mr.  Fagg  pointed  out  to 
him  as  a suitable  person  to  make  superintendent  of  our  Society.  Before  accept- 
ing the  superintendency,  Mr.  Fagg  wrote  our  Society  and  enclosed  a budget  of 
87,500.00  as  the  minimum  amount  which  he  considered  as  necessary  for  the 
work  to  be  undertaken  by  him.  The  Society  had,  up  to  that  time,  never  col- 
lected more  than  $4,000.00  in  any  one  year.  The  Society’s  bank  account  was 
exhausted.  It  was  $500.00  in  debt  and  had  no  resources  at  all.  The  Board  of 
Directors,  at  the  meeting  when  Mr.  Fagg’s  letter  w'as  read,  individually  pledged 
themselves  to  make  up  the  budget  of  $7,500.00  if  any  deficit  occurred.  After 
the  meeting,  Mr.  A.  G.  Cummer  presented  the  Society  with  8500.00  to  pay  its 
indebtedness.  Mr.  Fagg,  during  his  first  year  as  superintendent,  collected  over 
$10,000.00.  Since  then  the  contributions  of  the  Society  have  steadily  mounted 
until  in  the  year  1927  they  were  $231,833.54,  including  all  branches  and  all  funds. 

The  entire  method  of  collecting  funds  of  the  Society  has  changed.  At  first 
there  were  different  kinds  of  members,  namely,  annual  and  life  members  and 
benefactors.  These  distinctions  were  drawn  by  the  amount  of  contribution 
made  to  the  Society.  The  Society  also  collected  a part  of  its  contributions  by 
solicitors  who  were  paid  a percentage  for  collection.  Now  its  by-laws  and 
constitution  have  been  changed  so  as  to  make  every  contributor  a member.  It 
believes  that  a dollar  given  by  one  person  may  represent  as  much  sacrifice  and 
appreciation  and  love  of  the  Society’s  work  as  one  hundred  dollars  given  by  a 
wealthier  person.  All  contributions  are  now  collected  by  letters  and  appeals. 

The  Home  Society  at  Jacksonville  has  three  branches — one  at  Pensacola, 
one  at  Miami  and  one  at  Lakeland.  The  work  of  the  Society  has  so  grown  and 
the  distances  to  be  covered  in  the  State  of  Florida  are  so  great  that  these 
branches  came  naturally  as  a development  of  the  work.  The  branches  are 
autonomous  in  government.  They  each  have  a Board  of  Directors  and  a Wom- 
an’s Advisory  Board.  The  Jacksonivlle  branch  stands  always  ready  to  assist 
with  advice  and  counsel  the  other  branches  and  if  necessary  with  funds.  But 
the  affairs  of  each  branch  are  governed  by  its  local  boards.  This  makes  a happy 
combination.  The  Miami  branch  has  a separate  corporation.  All  property  of 
the  Pensacola  and  Lakeland  branches  is  owned  by  the  parent  body.  The  same 
methods  of  work  and  the  same  objects  to  be  attained  prevail  in  all  four  branches 
of  the  Society. 
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Truly  the  work  of  the  Society  has  grown.  A great  need  for  it  has  been 
shown  and  it  has  been  able  to  meet  this  need,  if  not  adequately,  at  the  same 
time  effectively.  The  Society  is  absolutely  dependent  upon  its  contributions.  If 
the  contributions  to  the  Society  should  cease,  it  could  not  exist  more  than  a 
year,  and  then  only  by  the  exhaustion  of  its  capital  assets. 

In  1911  the  Society  acquired  its  first  property.  In  that  year  it  purchased 
the  house  on  Riverside  Avenue,  known  as  No.  1944  Riverside  Avenue,  for  a 
receiving  home.  It  has  continued  to  purchase  property  in  that  neighborhood 
until  now  it  owns  property  estimated  to  be  worth  |125,000.00,  free  entirely  from 
all  debt. 

In  1923  the  Society  was  made  the  residuary  legatee  and  devisee  of  the  will 
of  the  late  Captain  John  Henry  of  Titusville,  Florida.  He  left  the  Society 
about  $85,000.00  to  found  an  industrial  school  for  the  children.  This  money 
has  been  kept  intact  for  that  purpose  and  we  trust  that  shortly  we  may  be  able 
to  carry  out  Captain  Henry’s  request.  Captain  Henry’s  legacy  is  the  largest 
bequest  that  the  Society  has  ever  received.  Very  numerous  other  bequests  have 
come  to  the  Society,  and  by  means  of  these  legacies  it  has  purchased  the  prop- 
erty it  now  owns.  The  Society  also  owns  about  twelve  acres  in  Murray  Hill 
Subdivision,  upon  which  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Society  to  make  its  permanent 
home.  But  this  intention  is  held  in  abeyance  for  the  present  on  account  of  the 
unfavorable  financial  conditions  existing  throughout  the  State. 

Several  years  ago  the  Society  adopted  (but  did  not  originate)  as  its  motto: 
“Inspired  by  Faith,  Prosecuted  with  Love  and  Justified  by  Results.”  This 
motto  we  think  the  Society  has  lived  up  to.  We  started  with  the  faith  of  Dr. 
Comstock  and  it  has  ever  been  present  in  our  work.  We  feel  our  work  has  been 
prosecuted  with  love  for  children  and  an  effort  to  better  their  conditions  in 
every  respect,  and  the  results  have  justified  our  faith  and  our  love.  The  Society 
has  made  some  mistakes  in  its  career,  has  often  pursued  a wrong  policy,  but  as 
soon  as  it  was  known  that  the  policy  was  wrong  we  reversed  the  policy.  We 
have  always  had  an  able  Board  of  Directors  who  were  willing  to  give  of  their 
time  and  means  to  the  prosecution  of  the  work.  Each  member  has  alv/ays  been 
actuated  by  worthy  motives  in  every  position  he  took,  and  was  always  willing 
to  surrender  his  opinion  as  soon  as  he  was  convinced  that  his  opinion  was  wrong. 

I think  that  the  secret  of  the  Society’s  success  has  been  the  absence  of  self- 
seeking  in  the  Board  of  Directors  and  Woman’s  Advisory  Board  and  the  will- 
ingness to  subordinate  personal  considerations  to  the  good  of  the  work. 

So  much  for  the  past  and  for  the  present.  Will  the  next  tv/enty-five  (25) 
years  reveal  that  the  work  of  the  Society  has  been  carried  on  as  efficiently  and 
has  grown  in  the  same  proportion  as  it  has  grown  in  the  last  twenty-five  (25) 
years?  No  one  can  tear  aside  the  veil  of  the  future.  There  are  certain  dangers 
which  will  have  to  be  encountered.  Can  the  Society  live  for  so  great  a length 
of  time  on  the  voluntary  contributions  of  the  public  ? What  will  become  of  the 
Society  if  anything  should  happen  to  our  efficient  superintendent  ? Can  another 
man  or  woman  be  found  to  take  his  place  who  will  possess  his  peculiar  qualifica- 
tions and  winning  personality  to  present  the  cause  of  the  Society  to  the  public  ? 
Can  another  be  found  with  ability  to  raise  funds  as  he  has  done,  and  at  the  same 
time  have  the  energy  and  the  administrative  talents  to  manage  the  affairs  of 
the  Society  ? The  Society  has  a source  of  revenue  that  is  limitless  — human 
generosity.  The  depth  of  that  source  has  never  been  fathomed  and  its  bound- 
aries have  never  been  circumscribed.  If  our  Society  can  continue  to  convince 
the  public  that  it  is  honestly  and  ably  carrying  out  the  work  of  caring  for 
..  homeless,  neglected  and  abandoned  children,  I am  satisfied  it  will  never  lack 
funds.  Our  Society  at  its  inception  was  inspired  by  faith,  and  if  we  continue 
in  the  faith  that  our  predecessors  had,  we  can  confidently  look  forward  to  the 
future.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 

’ HE  past  year,  our  twenty-fifth  year  of  service  to  Florida’s  homeless, 
/ orphan  and  needy  children,  has  been  the  most  difficult  and  trying 

J year  of  the  entire  twenty-five  years. 

We  have  had  many  thousands  of  dollars  less  to  work  with  than 
in  previous  years — have  been  called  upon  to  provide  for  289  more  children 
than  the  previous  year — have  been  compelled  to  reduce  the  number  of  workers — 
reduce  the  number  of  supervision  visits  to  children  already  placed  in  homes — 
have  been  compelled  to  refuse  our  aid  and  care  to  many  little  children  that  we 
should  have  been  glad  to  care  for — have  had  to  overwork  all  of  our  workers, 
and  have  been  compelled  to  scrimp,  save,  and  economize,  in  order  to  reduce  our 
year’s  deficit  as  much  as  possible. 

It  is  the  first  year  during  my  seventeen  years  of  service  with  the  Society 
that  we  have  had  to  wind  up  the  year’s  work  with  a DEFICIT,  and  I assure  you 
that  it  hurts  terribly  to  have  our  fine  record  spoiled  in  this  way,  but  I can  con- 
scientiously say  that  not  only  have  I done  my  best  but  I know  every  one  of  our 
workers  have  done  their  very  best — to  work  longer  hours  and  give  harder  service 
and  to  save  every  penny  everywhere. 

Business  conditions  all  through  the  State  have  been  so  unfavorable  that 
literally  thousands  of  our  former  friends  and  contributors  have  not  been  able 
to  help  us  as  in  former  years,  and  the  securing  of  new  friends  and  contributors 
to  take  their  places  has  proven  almost  a hopeless  task. 

In  spite  of  all  the  unfavorable  things,  we  have  performed  a really  v/onder- 
ful  service  to  more  hundreds  of  children  who  needed  us  than  in  any  previous 
year,  and  I feel  sure  that  as  soon  as  conditions  in  the  State  improve  our  good 
friends  will  rally  to  our  support  again. 

We  shall  continue  to  serve  every  child  that  we  can  possibly  provide  for  with 
such  funds  as  are  placed  at  our  disposal,  but  I fear  that  we  shall  need  not  only 
to  continue  every  possible  economy  of  the  past  year  but  that  we  shall  need  to 
limit  the  intake  of  children  even  more  than  we  have  the  past  year;  though  when 
times  are  unfavorable  there  are  more  children  referred  to  us  for  care  than  other- 
wise and  we  should  have  much  more  money  than  when  conditions  are  favorable 
financially  in  the  State. 

No  Detailed  Statistics  This  Year 

In  order  to  reduce  this  report  in  length  as  much  as  possible  so  that  the 
printer’s  cost  will  be  as  small  as  possible,  we  will  not  publish  the  usual  detailed 
statistical  report  concerning  the  number  of  children  cared  for;  the  causes  of 
their  coming  to  us;  the  disposition  made  of  each  case;  the  number  of  boys,  girls, 
babies,  their  ages,  etc.  We  will  have  to  be  content  to  say  that  the  total  of 
children  cared  for  during  the  year  of  1927  was  2,092,  this  being  289  more  chil- 
dren than  were  cared  for  the  previous  year  or  in  any  other  year  of  our  service 
to  Florida’s  little  ones  in  need. 

Rose  Keller  Branch  at  Lakeland 

The  outstanding  development  of  the  past  year  was  the  opening  of  our  third 
Branch  Receiving  Home  at  Lakeland,  the  property  being  given  to  the  Society 
by  Doctors  Rose  and  F.  B.  Keller  of  that  city.  We  would  Tike  to  tell  all  about 
the  wonderful  interest  that  has  been  shown  in  the  new  Home  by  the  people  of 
Polk  County,  and  of  all  the  things  that  have  been  contributed  and  done  for  us, 
but  space  forbids.  The  new  Home  is  meeting  a real  need  in  that  section  of  the 
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State  and  we  believe  will 
fill  a greater  need  as  the 
years  go  by.  We  are 
deeply  grateful  to  the 
Doctors  Keller  for  their 
very  generous  gift  of 
property,  and  to  all  the 
people  of  Polk  County 
who  in  any  and  every 
way  have  helped  us  to 
go  ahead  with  the  work 
in  the  new  Home.

To  add  to  our  already  heavy  burden  of  financial  loss,  we  were  ol3liged  to  accept  tremendous 
reductions  in  our  budgets,  both  from  the  .Jacksonville  and  from  the  Miami  Community  Chests.  We 
have  been  compelled  under  these  conditions  to  curtail  our  services  and  lower  our  standards  of 
service,  dispense  with  greatly  needed  workers,  pile  up  burdens  of  work  on  the  remaining  workers 
and  labor  under  great  difficulty.  We  hope  the  coming  year  will  bring  to  these  Chests  an  increased 
income  so  that  we  may  receive  something  akin  to  our  real  needs.  The  Pensacola  Community  Chest 
has  paid  its  regular  monthly  allowance  to  us  for  1927  in  full,  for  which  we  are  deeply  grateful.

We  now  have  the  invaluable  services  and  interest  and  advice  of  over  two  hundred  and  fifty  of 
the  finest  men  and  women  of  Florida,  who  serve  without  compensation  on  our  various  Boards  of 
Directors  and  Women’s  Boards.  I regret  so  much  that  I can  not  enumerate  their  invaluable 
services  and  h^lp.  Their  contributions  in  money,  if  all  added  together,  would  aggregate  a very 
considerable  number  of  thousands  of  dollars — a large  portion  of  our  total  budget  in  fact.  But  aside 
from  money  their  counsel  and  advice,  their  personal  interest  in  and  direction  of  our  great  state- 
wide work  is  absolutely  invaluable.  I thank  them  each  and  all  in  real  sincerity.  Following  is  a 
complete  list  of  the  membership  of  our  different  Boards.

Think  of  it,  read  that  number  again — 16,471  orphan,  homeless,  afflicted, 
abused,  mistreated,  unwanted,  abandoned,  crippled,  feebleminded,  epileptic, 
diseased,  deserted,  neglected,  and  needy  little  Florida  children  of  all  ages,  from 
babes  one  hour  old  on  up  to  eighteen  years  of  age,  of  every  creed  and  belief, 
from  every  county  in  the  entire  State.  Each  child  was  given  that  particular 
aid  and  care  that  meant  the  most  to  its  life,  health,  happiness  and  future.  Who 
can  estimate  the  real  value  of  the  services  rendered  to  and  for  such  an  army 
of  little  future  citizens  ? It  just  can  not  be  measured. 

Twenty-five  years  ago — this  great  work  was  started  November  2,  1902,  by 
Rev.  D.  W.  Comstock,  a retired  Congregational  minister  who  came  to  Florida 
from  Chicago  and  found  this  great  opportunity  of  service  awaiting  him.  Too 
much  can  not  be  said  in  his  praise,  or  for  those  who  followed  him  in  this 
absolutely  necessary  service  in  the  building  of  a better  Florida  through  the 
making  of  better  conditions  for  its  children. 

I wish  there  were  space  enough  to  tell  of  the  service  to  each  of  these 
16,471  little  ones,  and  what  that  service  has  meant  in  their  lives  and  to  all  of 
Florida,  and  the  world  itself,  for  the  sun  never  sets  on  the  Children’s  Home 
Society  of  Florida  family  scattered  and  serving  all  over  the  earth.  You  will 
just  have  to  think  about  it  for  yourself. 

$1,863,858.31  Contributed  in  Twenty-five  Years 

And  that  is  worth  thinking  about,  too,  for  every  dollar  contributed  repre- 
sents the  loving  interest  of  some  good  friend  of  our  work — yes,  it  represents 
the  confidence  of  the  people  of  an  entire  State,  a confidence  that  we  can  not 
prize  too  highly. 

Every  dollar  of  this  money — expended — has  been  expended  conscientiously 
in  a careful  business-like  manner  to  the  end  that  every  dollar  would  render  the 
greatest  possible  service.  No  institution  or  agency  in  America  has  conducted 
its  affairs  more  carefully,  or  made  its  money  perform  a more  lasting  service. 

God  grant  that  our  friends  may  continue  to  entrust  their  funds  to  us  that 
we  may  continue  to  perform  an  increasingly  valuable  service. 

What  of  the  Future? 

If  each  of  our  contributors  of  1927  and  previous  years  will  contribute  in 
1928  the  same  or  a bit  larger  amount  than  they  gave  before,  we  will  be  assured 
of  sufficient  funds  to  carry  on  the  great  work  another  year.  If  they  will  all  do 
this  immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  this  report — if  it  has  not  already  been  done 
this  year — we  will  not  need  to  worry  about  our  financial  support  every  day  of 
the  year,  but  can  devote  our  full  time  to  the  hundreds  of  little  ones  entrusted 
to  our  care. 

We  desire  that  our  work  shall  be  done  in  the  very  finest  way  possible,  and 
it  will  be  so  done  if  we  can  only  secure  the  funds.  In  other  words,  the  future 
of  our  great  work  depends  practically  entirely  on  our  friends  and  contributors — 
on  you,  good  reader — and  all  our  other  friends  throughout  the  State.  If  you  will 
furnish  the  funds  we  will  guarantee  to  do  the  work,  and  as  it  should  be  done. 

May  we  not  hear  from  you  by  return  mail — Please  ? 

Our  Former  President  Woodrow  Wilson  said: 

“If  a man  does  not  provide  for  his  children,  if  he  does  not  provide  for  all 
those  dependent  upon  him,  and  if  he  has  not  that  vision  of  conditions  to  come 
and  that  care  for  the  days  that  have  not  yet  dawned,  which  we  sum  up  in  the 
whole  idea  of  thrift  and  saving,  then  he  has  not  yet  opened  his  eyes  to  any 
adequate  conception  of  human  life. 

“We  are  in  the  world  to  provide,  not  for  ourselves,  but  for  others,  and  that 
is  the  basis  for  economy.”

E cannot  begin  to  say  enough  in  commendation  of  the  valued 
services  performed  by  our  Women’s  Advisory  Boards  at  Jack- 
sonville, Miami,  Pensacola  and  Lakeland,  for  their  services  are 
so  varied,  so  helpful,  of  such  far-reaching  importance  that  we 
simply  can  not  evaluate  their  services  in  this  or  any  other  report. 

These  fine  women — about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  them — connected 
with  our  various  Branches  and  Receiving  Homes,  not  only  supervise  the  four 
Receiving  Homes  and  see  to  it  that  they  are  kept  clean,  home-like  and  comfort- 
able, help  with  the  purchasing  of  supplies,  assist  in  carrying  the  children  to 
doctors,  photographers,  dentists,  hospitals,  etc.,  help  to  look  after  the  supplies 
of  clothing,  shoes,  etc.,  but  perform  a very  vital  service  in  helping  to.  solve  the 
intricate  and  varied  problems  in  connection  with  the  reception  of  and  placing 
out  of  our  children. 

They  also  have  raised  many  thousands  of  dollars  for  us,  and  have  influenced 
many  of  their  friends  and  families  to  give. 

For  eighteen  years  the  Jacksonville  Woman’s  Advisory  Board  has  rendered 
an  invaluable  service  in  innumerable  ways — among  the  money-raising  events 
being  the  following:
